SUCCESSFUL ATTACKS BY 
RUSSIANS.

TURKS CLAIM SUCCESS. 

Turkish communiqué dated Thursday :— 

Our cavalry attacked an enemy recon- 
noitring column and enemy armoured cars, 
which were advancing on the right bank of the 
Euphrates. Twenty-seven of the enemy were 
killed, and one non-commissioned officer and two 
men were taken prisoners. On the Dialha front, 
some companies of British infaniry and a 
squadron of cavalry, advancing east of 
Scheriban, were repulsed by our artillery fire.

So much 
so was that the case, that, in his opinion, the 
Government who made the experiment would 
soon have to arrange for older men, say, of 
about 40 years of age—steady, Solid men, to 
come forward for this work behind the lines. 
They must remember in connection with any 
theory of recruiting that an army was not only 
a fighting machine, it was very largely a com- 
munity, only it was a temporary community. 
It required an elaborate transport service, water 
delivery, food supplies, sanitary services, and 
many other things. The whole organisation was 
that of a big community, and the fighting work 
was on the average not more than 1-25th of the 
more or less civil work going on at any given 
time. It was only when they began to think 
of an army in that way, As a vast community, 
a big city dumped in the open, with all the 
needs of a big community to be satisfied 
vnder most exceptional and strenuous condi- 
tions that they gained a right conception, and 
realised that the Army needed older men to 
maintain cohesion and to steady the young men. 

With industry at home, too, they would find 
very real difficulties arising if they withdrew 
all the young men or too many of the older 
men. In many places in many works in the 
country they were suffering from havi too 
much youth end not enough of the steadyifi¢ 
element. of riper age. That wag one of the 
difficulties underlying present day public
